COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 


Tomorrow night, (Tuesday) at 
the Junior 
College Building, at 7 :3o the Forum for Politi­ 
cal and Economic Education will delate the 
question, Resolved, that Collective Bargaining, 
as practiced in the United States, raises tile 
standard of living of the people a i a whole.
